In our estimation, Lancelot Gor- 


don fits the type «f the young man 
who will be the hope of the pro- 
gressive movement in Wisconsin in 
the future. Although he is only 26 
years old, 
Gordon 
has 
already 


shown that ho is well grounded po- 
litically in that he is a progressive 
because he believes in progressive 
principles. He does not survey the 
progressive movement purely as a 
vehicle with which to elevate any 
person or persons into political of- 
fices, 'but he sees in the movement 
an opporturs'y to 'bo of service to 
his fellowmen. 


Gordon comes by his 
political 


convictions naturally. 
When he 


was born in 1805 in a modest Nor-

Gordon relates how, when only 14 


years old, he used to go- to political 
meetings at Amherst Junction and 
Nelsonville with his lather,*, who 
was a great admirer of Senator La 
Follette. From those days to the 
present, Gordon has taken s % sym- 
pathetic 'and militant interest in the 
progressive movement. 


When he -was still a mere lad, 


Gordon's parents moved from Am- 
herst Junction to Nolsonville. There 
Lancelot was graduated from the 
eishth grade. His father, Martin 
L Gordon, then moved to Stevens 
Point and young Gordon entered the 
normal school there. He was grad- 
uated from the normal school in 
1915 
After leaving the normal, Gor- 


don taught school at

In the 
delegate fight he was chairman^of

committee. He also took an active 
part in the fall campaign support- 
ing Thompson for senator, Blaine 
for governor, and Browne for con- 
gressman.

Adams and Portage counties, dur- 
ing the campaign.

Whenever old time fight fans 


gather and discuss the big battles 
-they have seen the fellow who wit-

7'5 round championship 


clash between John L. Sullivan and 
Jake Kilrain back in 1889, tells a 
story that impels everybody else to 
go way back and sit down. 
The ring was in an open field near 


the village of Richburg, Miss.

LaTolTe e act innocuous. This was denied by the sponsor, 
for the bill, known as the Scott bill, who contended that pass*, 
cer and packet freight vessels formerly operated on short runs 
on the Great Lakes have been driven out of business as a result 
of unnecessary expense. 


The dire significance to the public of reducing the per- 


centage of able seamen from 65% to 50% was commented upon 
as follows by Patrick O'Brien of the International Seamen s 
Union of America, who testified in the House and Senate hear- 
ings on behalf of the Great Lakes seamen: 


«If this act finally passes, it wffl greatly increase the dan- 


ger to the lives of passengers on Great Lakes vessels. Even 
under the old provisions of the. law, only 50% of the passengers 
were reasonably insured against accidents, for ships were com- 
pelled to have life boats for 20% of the passengers and life 
rafts for 30%, while for the remaining 50% there were only 
life belts. Now, the case of the Empress of Ireland, which sank 
In the St. Lawrence River in May, 1914, and which cost 1027 
lives even though the vessel was only three miles from shore 
and help under way, shows how little dependence can be placed 
upon life belts. 


"The Scott amendment reduces safety at sea stffl further. 


Of the crew who are to handle the life boats and life rafts that 
are to take care of 50% of the passengers in the event of acci- 
dent, only 50% of the men are to be certificated able seamen 
instead of the 65% thus far required. The other 50% will be 
absolutely unskilled men who know nothing about navigation. 


"The Scott biH, to b« sure, does not reduce the life saving 


equipment thus far demanded under the La Follette Act. But 
of what good Is the equipment when there is no competent per- 
son to handle it? Defenders of the Scott bill are begging the 
question when they assert that life will be just as safe hence- 
forth because the equipment remains the same." 


"We of the seamen's organization are rather amazed at the 


indifference of the public to its own safety, and are surprised 
ihat the public is leaving it to us to do the fighting. 


•<0f course we shall continue the fight, and now center it in 


the Senate, to which body the Scott bill has been sent."

ARMERS' organizations in Washington are having a hard 


time with the Senate Sub-committee on Judiciary to get 


prompt action on the bill prepared by Congressman Volstead 
legalizing the organization of farmers' cooperative associations 
for the marketing and handling of agricultural crops, according 
to a note of warning just issued by the All American Coopera- 
tive Commission. 


This measure came to the Senate after passing the House 


by a large vote. It provides "that persons engaged in the pro- 
duction of agricultural products as farmers, planters, ranchmen, 
dairymen," or fruit growers may act together in associations, 
corporate or otherwise, with or without capital stock," to mar- 
ket their products cooperatively. 


At present the farmers cannot form such organizations 


without incurring the possibility of drastic and summary prose- 
cution under the Anti-trust Laws. 


"The farmers have been pathetically patient in asking Con- 


gress for this simple yet exceedingly important legislation," 
says the appeal of the AD American Cooperative Commission. 


"A similar biH was introduced in the last Congress, passed 


the House, and was amended in the Senate for the alleged pur- 
pose of preventing a farmer-producers' monopoly! As a result, 
the Honse would not accept the ambiguous amendment, and the 
bill died in conference. Certain members of the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee are still endeavoring to tack to the present 
bill, although it specifically guards the public against any possi- 
ble 'farmers' monopoly/ the same obnoxious and ambiguous 
monopoly clause that caused the defeat of the bill in the last 
Congress. 


"Discussion over the biH has also been prolonged by an 


amendment which exempts from the Anti-Trust Laws all per- 
mits tangaged in collectively 'processing, preparing for market, 
handling, and marketing5 the farmers' crops. Just wiat this 
jnay be interpreted to mean, or how big a loophole it makes for 
J'.h« protection of pseudo-cooperative middlemen, we do not
